G.S.R. 39(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) and 
clause (c) of sub-section ( 2 ) of section 35 read with section 36A of the Ad¬ 
ministrative Tribunals Act, 1985 13 of 1985), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules fun her to amend the Central Administrative Tribunal 
(Salaries and Allowances and Conditions of Service of Qiair'mun, Vice-Chair¬ 
man and Members) Rules, 1985, narrusiy ;— 

L (1) These rules may be called the Central Administrative Tribunal 
(Salaries and Allowances and Conditions of Service of Chairman, Vice-Chair¬ 
man, and Members) Amendment Rules, 1995, 

(2) They shall be demmed to have come into force on the 31st day of 
March, 1989, 

2. In the Central Administrative Tribunal (Salaries and Allowances and 
Conditions of Service of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Members) Rules, 1985 
in rule 8,, for sub-rulu (2), the folio wingsub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely 

“(2) Pension under sub-rule (1) shall be calculated at the rate of 
rupees one thousand four hundred and fifty per annum for each 
completed year of service : 


Provided that the aggregate amount of pension payable under this 
rule together with the amount of any pension including commuted 
portion of pension, if any, drawn or entitled to be drawn while 
holding office in the Tribunal shall not exceed the maximum 
amount of pension prescribed for a judge of the High Court, 11 


EXPLANATION MEMORANDUM 

The Central Government has decided to revise the Pension of Members of 
Central Administrative Tribunal with effect from 31-3-1989, that is the date 
from which pension admissible to Chairman and Vice-Chairmen of the Central 
Administrative Tribunal has been revised. The Central Administrative Tribunal 
(Salaries and Allowanecs and Conditions of Service of Chairman, Vice-Chair¬ 
man and Members) Rules, 1985 are being amended accordingly, with retros¬ 
pective effect, i.c. on and from the 31st March, 1989,
